SHERIFF'S 
TIMELY 
ACT

Oxford, O., Oct. 2.—Blood splashed 


on the itreets of this usually quiet 
village and bullets whist'ed promiscu- 
ously in a desperate shooung affray 
and riot that attended the visit of two 
belligerent Kentuckians, one of whom, 
Boruiy wounded, was rescued from the 
hands of a mob while a rope attached 
to his neck.was dangling over a tre* 
limb and he was on his knees praying 
before being launched into eternity. 
Flying bullets- desperately wounded 
four men, while a fifth escaped death 
by a narrow margin, several bullets 
piercing his clothing. 


Louis and Joseph Spivey, two Ken- 


•tuckians from near Maysvllle. who 
were visiting Mr. Roberts at Billings- 
vllle. Ind., across the state line, went 
to Oxford to take in the fair. They 
began drinking heavily and became 
very quarrelsome after they were in- 
toxicated. 
Shortly before the tragedy 


both the Splveys were in Pfeiffer's 
saloon where Louis Spivey flourished 
a brace of revolvers and conducted 
himself in the manner of a drunken 
desperado. When they left the saloon 
they started up the street until they 
were in front of Ezra Bowen's livery 
stable, where they stopped and, pull- 
ing a bottle of whisky from hi? nock- 
et, Louis Spivey took a drink from it 
and then made as though he intended 
to pass it around. Marshal 
John 


Woodrough had been apprised of the 
presence and conduct of the two men 
ana approached Louis Spivey and 
placed him under arrest. Immediately 
his brother. Joe Spivey. whipped out 
a 48-caliber revolver and shot the mar- 
shal through the left nipple. Munns 
and Walter Jones, who were standing 
in front of their respective places of 
business, called to the marshal to 
come into Mr. Munns' store. 


Citizens Grab Weapons. 


The marshal walked into his store 


and sank to the floor. Dr. Hugh M. 
Moore was summoned and he immedi- 
ately took the stricken officer to his 
own office and probed for the bullet. 
Citizens grabbed shotguns, revolvers, 
etc.. from a nearby hardware store 
that was robbed, and started in pur- 
suit. Deputy Marshal Jacob Manrod 
was standing near at the time of the 
ehooting. 
and 
although unarmed, 


headed the chase. The Kentuckians 
turned and fired at him and he was 
shot in the lnft wrist and his arm 
broken, and almost simultaneously a 
bullet entered his left breast, inflict- 
ing a fatal wound. 


The Spivey brothers continued their 


flight west on High street and when 
near Oxford collect turned and fired 
on the pursuing posse of citizens. A 
bullet struck E. V. .Tetter, a teacher. 
The bullet pierced his groin and it 
Is thought that he can not recover. 
Ho is 22 years old and came from 
Monroe. 0. Spivey brothers then con- 
tinued their flight and ran to an alley, 
•where they separated. 
Louis Spivey

Emptied His Revolver. 


He was quickly overpowered 
and 


Constable John Moon, together with 
special sworn deputies, removed him 
to the town jail. Dr. H. H. Smith 
was summoned and administered to 
his wound. He was shot In the ab- 
domen. Joseph Spivey turned at the 
next square and ran north to Church 
street, where he again turned, run- 
ning west toward the Catholic church. 
The posse was close behind, with a 
negro, Letcher Burton, in the lead. 
Spivey turned and shot three times 
at Burton, emptying his revolver. The 
shots went wide of their mark. This 
was his last stand. 


He then turned up an alley into 


North street. Burton following close 
onto his heels. When Spivey was in 
front of the residence of Horace Cor- 
mier the negro Burton succeeded In 
hitting him In the back of the head 
with a huge boulder. 
Spivey fell to 


the ground with a fractured skull, un- 
conscious. Ex-Mayor Flanag&r., who 
was in the citizens' posse, came up 
quickly and with the aid of several 
citizens carried him to the town jail 
and locked him up. 


Cried For Mercy. 


A large crowd followed and soon 


surrounded the jail. They had se- 
cured a rope and endeavored to take 
both Louis fepivey and Joseph Spivey 
out of the officers' hands, but they 
were frustrated by the officers. 
The 


mob also had no recognized leader 
and were ineffectual in their desires. 
Finally Everett Woodruff, the father 
of the wounded marshal, appeared on 
the scene and said he expected the 
mob to avenge the murder of his son. 
He himself directing the mob. they 
proceeded. The door of the jail was 
battered down and a long rope was 
fastened around the neck of Joseph 
Spivey and he was led forth. Fully 
100 men had bold of the rope and they 
dragged him through the street in the 
direction of the public park. Spivey 
begged and cried for mercy and Im- 
plored the mob to allow him to see 
his wife and children before they 


. killed him.

Father Wanted Revenge. 


The father of Woodruff still urged 


on the mob after Spivey was again in 


i the jail, and swore that if it did not 


exact vengeance he would get a gun 
| and kill the men himself. Woodruff's 


brother Samuel, a farmer, then proved 


' himself a hero. 
Rising 
he said: 


"Men, I am John Woodruff's brother, 
and I love him. For his sake and for 
mine I ask you to go home and let the 
law take its course." 
Cheers greeted 


this speech, and in five minutes the 
mob had dispersed. 


It was Luke Brannon, the brave 


deputy sheriff of Butler county, who 
had been sent to Oxford by Sheriff 
Bisdorf. that landed Spivey in jail and 
held him there. When he entered the 
town jail he conducted his prisoner to 
the cellar and crawled out of a coal 
chute and continued across back lots 
until he got to the Miami university 


j campus. Trusted lieutenants mean-

brother, Louis Spivey, and spirited 
him out through the coal chute, and 
the party took two hacks and drove 
rapidly to Hamilton, a distance of 20 
mile?, where they securely lodged 
their prisoners in the Butler county 
jail.

New York, Oct. 2.—Charles F. Mur- 


phy, leader of Tammany Hall; carried 
through his program at the Demo- 
cratic city convention at 
Carnegie 


hall. 
The Democrats named George 


B. McOlellan for- rrayor, Edward Mr 
Grout for comptroller and Charles V. 
Forties for president of the board of 
aldermen. Thousands 
crowded the 


hall and thousands more were unable 
to gain admission. There were scenes 
of wild excitement wthin the building 
and a great crush in which many 
women fainted and many were hurt 
outside. 


McClellan received 434 votes and 


Gaynor 219. The Kings county delega- 
tion entered a protest with the com- 
mittee on resolutions against the 
placing of the names of Grout and 
Fornes on the ticket, and they voted 
solidly against these men when it 
came to a question of nomination. 
James J. Martin, chairman of the 
Democratic city convention, also de- 
clined to vote for the nomination of 
Grout and Fornes, whose names were 
recently placed on the fusion ticket. 
Nevertheless they became the nomi- 
nees of the convention. Mr. Grout 
won by a vote of 428 as against 225 
for Julian D. Fairchild, Brooklyn can- 
didate; Fornes won by a similar vote 
over Herman A. Met/., proposed also 
by Brooklyn. 


The question as to whether the 


names of Messrs. Grout and Fornes 
will be erased from the fusion ticket 
will be decided at a meeting of the 
Citizens' 
union to be hold 
Friday 


night. The Republicans are awaiting 
action by the Citizens' union leaders. 
A conference between M. Linn Bruce, 
chairman of the Republican county 
committee. Timothy L. Woodruff and 
Edward I^auterbach was held, and It 
was decided that

union city committee removed Messrs. 
Grout and Fornes from their ticket, 
Mr. Woodruff as chairman of the Re- 
publican city convention would issue 
a call for the reconvening of the con- 
vention on Tuesday night, when simi- 
lar action would be taken.

Washington, Oct. 2. — Three more 


,'nilictments have beeu returned by 
"x&8 grand jury of the supreme court 
of the District of Columbia as a re- 
sult of their inquiry in the postal 
cases. 


One true bill was a joint indictment, 


against George W. Beavers, formerly 
chief of the salary and allowance di- 
vision of the postofflce department, 
and State Senator George A. Green of 
Binghamton, N. Y. This indictment 
was brought under section 5440 of the 
Revised Statutes, and is on the gen- 
eral ground that they entered into a 
conspiracy to defraud the 
govern- 


ment. This, it is alleged, they accom- 
plished In the sale of time clocks, 
from which sale they are enabled to 
reap a reward because of Mr. Beaver's 
connection with the department by 
which the clocks were purchased. The 
former Indictment against Green and 
Beavers was under another section of 
the statutes and charged conspiracy 
against the United States. 


The 
other two indictments were 


against Scotl Towers, who lias charge 
of one of the principal sub-postoflice 
stations in Washington. He is ac- 
cused of having received a commis- 
sion on the sale of book typewriting 
machines to the government in con- 
travention of sections 1781 and 1782 
of the Revised Statutes, which pro- 
hibit office fs or employes of the Unit- 
ed States from receiving other com- 
pensation than their salaries for pro- 
curing contracts from the government 
or for services rendered

The Interesting Story Of a 


Sheet of Brown 


Paper. 


How is paper made? In spite of the 
fact that for many years there has 
been in Coshocton a paper mill turn- 
ing out many tons of paper each day, 
probably nine-tenths of 
Coshoeton's 


population are unable to answer this 
seemingly simple question. 


To an Age reporter 
snuffing 
for 


news, the answer to the question was 
unfolded by a trip to the paper mill 
now owned and controlled by W. H. 
Bachert, who courteously guided the 
inquisitive visitor through the plant, 
which has come to be one of Coshoc- 
ton's foremost industries. 


A great many changes have been 


made at the paper mill in the past 
few months. It has grown and pros- 
pered under the management of Mr. 
Bachert, who is as familiar with the 
manufacture of paper as is that first 
of all paper makers, the wasp. 


Noise Seems Necessary. 


On entering the black-walled paper- 
mill, one is first impressed with the 
loud noise which prevails everywhere 
during 
working 
hours. 
Workmen 


shout in one another's 'ears 
when 


they wish to talk. The huge rollers 
the steaming vats and the roaring 
engine all grind on as steadily as 
the mills of gods with no cessation 
from early morning 
until late 
at 


night, and during most of tho year 
they do not even stop at night al- 
though the men who work at 
their 


sides are relieved by a second shift 
after twelve hours of labor. 


The men are kept busily at' work \ 


and their work is not always tho 
cleanest imaginable. Tho wages arc 
high however and after all. it, is tho 
time and money which counts with 
most workmen. 


The odor which conies from the 


steaming vats of sodden straw is not 
pleasant to the 
stranger 
but 
the 


workmen soon grow accustomed to 
It. 


Paradoxical Similarity. 


One who has visited the now brick 


plant at the cast end of the city there 
is struck with the similarity in the 
processes by which brick and paper 
are made. The brick making process 
has been described in a previous is- 
sue of this paper. 
Instead of a bank 


of clay as at the brick plant, one 
sees an enormous stack 
of 
baled 


straw just outside the paper 
mill, 


towering like some tall cliff at a safe 
distance from tho sparks from the 
smoke stacks. 


Chance For Coshocton Straw. 


Recently Mr. Bacheri 
has 
been 


forced to ship in most of his straw 
on account of the shortage last year 
but he would much prefer to buy of 
the farmers in this vicinity if he can 
do so. Now that the plant has been 
greatly enlarged ho will need tons up- 
on tons of straw and there 
is no 


reason why much of it should not be 
supplied from the surrounding coun- 
try. 


The Process. 


The straw is first pitched 
from 


wagons into mammoth tubs 
which 


stand on the outside of the mill and 
are known as bleaches or bleaching 
vats. There are four of these vats 
and two of them are filled and two 
emptied each day. 


When the plant is running at its 


full capacity from sixteen to seven- 
teen 
wagon 
loads of straw 
are 


thrown into these vats daily. Here 
the straw is saturated with boiling 
water. Each of these vats has a false 
bottom which can be raised or low- 
ered with the straw. 


Soak is a Long One. 


After the straw has been in the 


bleaching vats twenty-four hours, it 
is carried, by means of hooks on a 
carrier somewhat like the carrier on 
a threshing machine, into the beater 
room of the mill where it is placed 
into other vats or beaters and thor- 
oughly ground up. 
This 
operation 


takes five or six hours at the end of 
which time the lime which has been 
added to the water 
and 
tho 
soft, 


mushy straw has been worked up in- 
to an almost impalpable pulp. 


It is now ready to be converted in- 


to 
paper. 
It 
is 
stored 
into 


a kind of chest from which it is tak- 
en as needed. 


Straw Pulp Becomes Paper. 


Next one walks into ihe machine 


room whoro tho p;>per is really made. 
The uproar is deaiening. 


Twonty-throo huge lollers. perhaps 


two and one half foot in diainoior and 
ten f>»ot in length stand in two tiers 
along tho room. These huge cylinders 
ar<- known as driers. 


There wore formerly only twelve 


driers but Mr. Bachert has installed 
ele\en more during the shut down of 
(.10 
past simiilier.

Quick Work. 
'. 


But to return to the process of j 


making paper. 
The straw has been j 


converted into a pulp 
and is now j 


ready to be compressed into sheets { 
of brown paper. The work is accoinp-' 
lished by a complicated 
bit of ma- 


chinery within a space of about two! 
feet and it is incredible how quickly, 
it is done. 


The pulp is 
forced 
out 
into a 


trough leading to the machine and 
now resembles nothing 
more 
than 


very muddy water. 
It flows into the 


back of the machijie and flows upon 
a kind of apron and the water is sepa-1 
rated from it. 
It passes onto a felt j 


blanket which holds the infantile pa- 
per, yet too feeble to support itself, 
and carries it onward into the drier. 
Here the water is squeezed out of it 
and it passes on through the twenty- 
three rollers where it is pressed and 
dried until it becomes smoothed and 
toughened. It is then received by the 
calendar rolls, which press both sur- 
faces and remove all rough places 
thereon. Then it is ready to be 
placed on rollers or run out onto a 
table and clipped and folded by the 
girls who are employed m this de- 
partment. 


Modern Mechanism. 


Mr. Bachert takes special pride in 


showing two modern improvements 
which were made during the recent 
shut down. One is a lever arrange- 
ment by which the driers may be | 
stopped in an instant without shut- 
ting down the engine as was former- j 
ly done. A similar lever also starts, 
and stops the cylinder rolls.
